DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 7/25/05, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 14 is 
dependent on itself. Appropriate correction is required. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 1 , 4-9, and 31-33 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 7, 8, 10, 11 
and 17 of U.S. Patent No. 6,849,249. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the more specific patented 
claims, which teaches a method of diagnosing Alzheimer's Disease, an amyloidogenic 
disorder with the detection of a polypeptide aggregate in the cortical or supranuclear 
regions of the ocular lens, anticipate the current application claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full* clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Upon further consideration, it appears that there is no link with a polypeptide 
being present in the eye for the various diseases claimed or what specific polypeptide is 
associated with these certain diseases. The claims do not have a clear association 
between the detection of "polypeptide" and the diagnosis of various diseases. 

6. Claims 19-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claims do not include detection of a protein. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure.
